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Crows Gathering in Flocks for Winter

When the curtain of darkness begins to fall for the 
last act of afternoon bird watching upon the coastal stage 
of Little Bay in Fairhaven, from the front-row seat of our 
seaside terrace, my wife Jan and I have witnessed a string 
of crows moving inland to roost for the night. 

Crows know that in the fading light of early 
autumn it is almost time to congregate in large numbers 
for safety from night owls and company for peace of 
mind while moving for warmth into the heated zones 
of suburban neighborhoods. The gathering of crows 
is classified as a ''murder" in avian nomenclature, as 
illustrated. It may begin with a few birds, but as nights 
get colder and longer, the clamoring assembly may soon 
number a hundred or so until migrating into a large city, 
several thousand to make a lasting impression of the 
birdwatching season. 

The crow is very social, congenial, and communal 
as a member of the corvid scientific collection of very

solve puzzles, learn symbols, recognize people, and 
retain information. Some crows, if not all, are capable 
of producing unusual, tuneful, or pleasing sounds 
with superior vocal aptitude. A few have a varied 
assortment of sounds like imitations of a child crying, 
a hen squawking, or a rooster crowing. Many similar 
sounds are uttered by the male in courtship while talking 
to the female in flight as they both do acrobatics and 
somersaults. Henry Ward Beecher once remarked that 
even if men wore feathers and wings, a very few of them 
would be clever enough to perform like a crow. 

The crow has unfortunately earned a poor 
reputation among humans as a thief and robber, stealing

eggs, young chickens, and corn, and taking baby 
songbirds from the nest. And yet, if it sees a hawk or owl 
about to do the same, it calls together more of its kind to 
dive loudly from above and, catching up with it, drive it 
away from the area. 

Each crow is a different character and 
subsequently is well known in children's literature as well 
as in Aesop's fables. And in Native American legends 
it ranks with the coyote, fox, and hare in tribal tales of 
supernatural powers in the natural creation of Mother 
Earth for mankind. It is portrayed as crafty and scheming, 
like the character of many other personalities, acting on 
behalf of its own importance in the worldly scheme of a 
pecking order. Today the crow still rises up early in the 
morning to pursue its own interests. 

Naturalists believe that there are more crows in 
this country than there were when the pilgrims landed. 
They take care of their young and defend them valiantly 
against their enemies. Even though they grow up to be a 
serious menace to crops and poultry, to justify reducing 
their numbers, we are not likely to take advantage of any 
weakness so that many are killed. Henry David Thoreau 
said that this bird saw the white man come and withdraw 
the Indian population, but crows did not pass away. 

The natural sound of its untamed calling will always be 
heard to remind us that our civilization had an aboriginal 
beginning that still remains among us to this very day for 
our awareness and appreciation. 

Tabor Academy Mourns Passing of Travis Roy

Inside the Travis Roy Rink on Tabor Academy's 
Marion campus, a black curtain was draped over a hockey 
net; on it, Travis Roy's No. 14 along with a copy of the 
book "11 Seconds: A Story of Tragedy, Courage & Triumph" 
that Roy had written in 1998 with co-author E.M. Swift 
of Sports Illustrated. 

Likewise, the seaside prepratory school's flag 
will continue at half-staff through Thursday, November 5, 
according to Interim Headmaster Julie Salit. 

"It didn't matter if you knew him for 25 years 
or 25 minutes; you were touched by him," said Salit.

''As a trustee, absolutely, he impacted us. He was 
such a thoughtful, incredible person who lived a very 
meaningful life." 

Travis Roy, a 1995 Tabor Academy graduate, 
died on October 29 at age 45 due to complications from a 
procedure he underwent in Vermont intended to improve 
his life as a quadriplegic. 

"There were things happening on Tuesday telling 
us that Travis was getting close," said Dick Muther, 
former athletic director and assistant boys hockey coach 
at Tabor. "They've had such a long 25 years. He got tired, 

I think." 

A native of Yarmouth, Maine, Roy was a talented 
young hockey player whose life changed forever on 
October 20,1995, only 11 seconds into his first shift as 
a member of the Boston University hockey team. Roy 
jumped from the bench and pursued the puck; his body 
glanced off an opponent, sending him crashing head-first 
into the boards in the corner of the Walter Brown Arena 
ice. 

The injury, a complete separation of his

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fourth and fifth vertebrae, was chronicled in his 1998 
autobiography published by Warner Books; but his legacy 
is his 25 years of response to the higher calling he received 
from the ashes of his own catastrophe. 

''He was a gift. He was the best of the best. He left 
his mark wherever he went," said Merry Conway, former 
communications director at Tabor, whose son Ian and 
Travis were "very best friends." 

In 1997, Roy founded the Travis Roy Foundation, 
which for the past 23 years has been a channel for the 
former skater's competitive fire. The nonprofit has raised 
millions of dollars to benefit the survivors of spinal-cord 
injuries.

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it formed a life he detested everywhere he saw it, for 
himself and especially the many whose lives were 
changed by war on the other side of the world. To that 
end, Roy divided his fundraising efforts, with half going 
toward any measure of independence that nuts-and-bolts 
assistance and equipment could give the survivors of 
such injuries and the other half toward medical research, 
including stem cell. 

Amidst his heroic response, Roy was a sought- 
after public speaker, at first because of his extraordinary 
story but later because of the effect his visits had 
wherever he went. He bared his soul and rarely, if ever, 
did a gifted athlete with so much potential tragically 
lost in an instant remain so lucid, so daring to emote, so 
willing to let others in to tell him their story, so present to 
all whom he had met. He confronted us with ourselves 
and made us want to be better. 

"It took every excuse we ever had away. In his 
humble way, he humbled us all. Not making us feel guilty, 
but just making us realize (our potential)," said Muther. "I 
think of Travis and he's somewhere off skating on a pond 
and his hair is flying." 

Connecting at first on the soccer field, Roy and 
Ian Conway walked into the Fish Center the same way 
at the end of the concourse and took opposite turns; 
Conway left to the squash courts and Roy right to the 
hockey rink that now bears his name. "Travis used to ask 
Ian, 'How do you run after that little ball?' Ian used to ask 
Travis, 'How do you chase after that little puck?"' recalls 
Merry Conway. 

Both went off to play their best sport in college. 
Ian Conway played squash at Trinity, where he won a 
national championship, and Roy played hockey for Jack 
Parker at BU. When Trinity's squash team had a match 
in Boston, the coach had the bus driver drop Ian off at 
the hospital to spend time with his pal. They would later 
room together for a year in Boston. 

"Friday was a very sad day, and then we started 
remembering all the fun stories," said Merry, recalling the 
two taking their little Whaler out after school but never 
bringing back a fish. "Luckily, we'll have those stories 
with us for a long time."

Early fundraising efforts began with a golf 
tournament, then a partnership formed with St. 
Sebastian's to play the annual Travis Roy Cup game. 

"Tim Pratt and I were coaching Trav at the time 
in soccer, and I was fortunate enough to be his academic 
advisor," said Muther. "There were a bunch of BU hockey 
players who went to St. Sebastian's." 

The game was an annual opportunity for Roy to 
simultaneously connect with his BU and Tabor friends. 
His visits to the teams' locker rooms were thought- 
provoking. "Why are we playing this game?" Muther 
remembered the message resonating with players. "It was 
a good reminder." 

"Dick Muther did such a great job because it was 
personal for him," said Tabor boys varsity hockey coach 
Gerry Dineen. "The fundraising for the foundation - it 
really created a lot of buy-in. Then (the players) got to 
meet him. I think they really felt a deep connection with 
him." 

As years passed, Roy's visits evolved from those 
who played with him to those who knew him, then those 
who knew of him, and finally those for whom it had 
become time for Roy to reintroduce himself. "I give credit 
to Gerry and those guys for all they have done to keep 
it going," said Muther, now athletic director at St. Paul's 
School in Concord, New Hampshire. "I don't know if it's 
going get played this year."

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winter because Tabor's athletics program, as a member 
of the all-prep Independent School League, is on pause. 
Students participate in skills practice and intra-squad 
activities, but member schools have yet to play against 
each other in 2020-21. 

Dineen, behind Tabor's bench for the 20 years, 
will miss visiting with Roy. 

"He'd come to a few games and we'd chat, and 
the conversation quickly morphed into, 'Gerry how are 
your kids, how are you doing, how are the guys, what's 
the team like, what's the chemistry like, what's it like 
in the locker room?"' recalled Dineen. "He has a really, 
really high emotional intelligence. Three things: love, 
compassion, and family; those are the three things that 
I think about with Trav. I never got to coach him. The 
amount of alumni that have reached out to me in the last 
24 hours is just remarkable. My phone's just been blowing 
up." 

The 2020 version of the Travis Roy Whiffle 
Ball Tournament was a virtual event recorded on the 
foundation's YouTube channel, but the 2021 edition plans 
to be back with a 32-team field at the original site that 
has expanded into three fields, including "Little Wrigley" 
and "Little Field of Dreams." The tournament began in 
2001 at "Little Fenway" on Pat O'Connor's farm in Essex 
Junction, Vermont, in the Burlington area not far where 
Travis' mother Brenda grew up.

people to be uncomfortable around him," said Merry 
Conway, marveling at how Roy engaged the participants 
in a manner that made them comfortable with him and 
with each other. "As a result of that, there is a whole 
group of people who engaged. He didn't want anyone to 
be unhappy." 

Lasting friendships were made, and those who 
only met Roy once or twice were made to feel like they 
had known him their whole lives. 

When Roy was engaged in his motivational 
speaking tour, he asked if Merry Conway would 
accompany him to Cape Cod for an insurance conference. 
Merry looked forward to the seafood, but said, "The best 
part of it was spending time with Travis."

while Boston University retired Roy's No. 24 
hockey sweater, Tabor boys varsity hockey has managed 
to keep Roy's No. 14 out of circulation. 

According to Muther, longtime equipment 
manager Tom Walsh told him that the school does not 
retire numbers, but that didn't mean they have to order a 
No. 14 sweater either. So, ever since Roy's injury, the No. 
14 only appears painted into the ice surface. Roy's father 
Lee wore 14 at the University of Vermont, where he is an 
Athletic Hall of Famer. 

"We have No. 14 by our bench. Travis and his 
jersey and his story greet the students at the Travis Roy 
Rink. When we walk recruits around, we tell the story. ... 

It just means a bunch to the guys," said Dineen. 

Roy's last investment in his alma mater will be a 
lasting one. 

As chairman of the Tabor Experience, he worked 
closely with Salit, the staff liaison. They took on what 
the latter called "deep dives into school life," discussing 
"ways to improve," such as in the residential program 
with the Matsumura House, a new type of living and 
learning dormitory, and Cornelia Hall, the sister facility of 
Matsumura. The other was a deep dive into athletics and 
visual arts. 

"Trav was excited to do the Visual Arts deep dive 
because, while at Tabor, he discovered he had a knack for 
ceramics and frequented the Braitmayer Art Center," said 
Salit. "He certainly stayed connected to Tabor."

Mary Celeste Gains Liquor License Transfer 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Mary Celeste Whiskey & Wine Library 
gained two approvals after a 4:30 pm public hearing with 
the Marion Board of Selectmen on November 3 at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

The first was for the transfer of an on-premises 
alcohol license from 149-151 Front Street to 7 Cottage 
Street. Founder/Manager Mike Achilles represented the 
Mary Celeste establishment. 

The selectmen's approval is only the first step 
for Achilles. He also has to satisfy the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission (ABCC) and then Fire 
Chief Brian Jackvony and Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey. 

Some neighbors who attended said they were 
not notified of the public hearing; however. Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail said Marion had met its legal 
requirements. Achilles noted that neighbors who live 
across the street from the establishment are no, by law, 
abutters for purposes of the hearing. 
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Ann Ziegler, 16 Cottage Street, asked about 
potential noise on summer nights. ''Fm concerned that the 
sound will be carried," she said. 

Achilles told Ziegler that he has invested in 
Noise Aware monitors that measure decibels 24 hours 
per day. When noise reaches a specified threshold, it 
notifies his cell phone via an application. "We respect all 
our neighbors and will do our best," said Achilles, who 
plans to close at 10:00 pm. He also pointed out that his 
restaurant's general manager lives next door, so "we all 
have a vested interest in keeping the noise down." 

The establishment is not quite full service, 
according to Achilles, serving appetizers and desserts. 

The parking lot accommodates at least 15 cars.

The selectmen closed the public hearing and 
then voted to approve the liquor license transfer under 
the provision that permits and safety certifications are 
met. Under a different action item of the board's meeting 
agenda, the selectmen separately approved Mary Celeste's 
common victualer license. 

In a 4:05 pm appointment. Department of Public 
Works Engineer Meghan Davis told the selectmen that a 
project is going out to bid that will create an emergency- 
only egress from Sippican School out to Mill Street (Route 
6). The design is in its final stages, and town officials have 
viewed the contract. 

Construction is scheduled for the summer of 2021 
and is to take 60 days to complete in time for the 2021-22 
academic year. The cost estimate is $105,000. 

Selectman John Waterman asked if the new drive 
could be used for a regular egress. Davis said it is permitted 
only for emergency purposes but can be discussed with the 
state Department of Transportation. 

Chairperson Randy Parker asked about the gate, 
currently planned as part of the chain-link fence with a 
regular padlock. Parker suggested a sliding gate to avoid 
being impeded by snow. He also suggested creating the 
infrastructure while digging to add lighting. "You can pick 
up power from across Route 6 if you have to. But I want to 
see the cost, too," he said. 

McGrail suggested running expansion matters by 
Sippican School Principal Marla Sirois. "We can look into 
all the aspects here," said Davis. 

Town Planner Gil Hilario appeared before 
the board in a 4:15 pm appointment to discuss a grant 
opportunity for electric vehicle charging stations. Bill 
Saltonstall of the town's Energy Management Committee 
sat in. 

Hilario told the selectmen that the EMC had 
targeted an area across the street from the Music Hall and 
found out it would cost $5,000 to 7,000 to accomplish. 

He also noted he found a grant to pay for the power 
upgrade. The EMC would like to move the station from the 
Harbormaster's location much closer to Front Street. The 
project was considered too expensive a couple of years ago. 

Hilario hoped to gain the board's feedback and 
arrive at a location. Charging stations, he said, can be 
relocated. A grant would necessitate a site visit, inspection, 
and analysis. 

Later in the meeting, McGrail said that in light 
of Marion's recent uptick in COVID-19 cases, including a 
new case this week at Sippican School, he plans to make 
changes in town government. For example, public meetings 
will switch to a fully-remote format accessible by Zoom 
beginning next week. This meeting, and several others in 
Marion, have been conducted either in-person at the Music 
Hall or through a hybrid format based at the Police Station. 

"It's fairly significant for us. It is concerning at 
the town level," said McGrail of the trend. "This is the last 
in-person meeting until we get past the spike. It's still less 
than 10 (positive cases) in Marion." 
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Red-category (high-risk) towns have surrounded 
the town for the last few weeks. 

The Town Meeting scheduled for 6:30 pm on 
Thursday, November 5, at the Old Rochester Regional 
High School auditorium is still on schedule. 

''We're going to take all the necessary 
precautions," said McGrail, noting that ushers will ensure 
that families sit in pods. There will be no opportunity to 
linger after the meeting. "We've been living under this 
bubble. It gets our attention, but it's no different than 
what any other community is dealing with." 

McGrail encourages residents to write to 
Governor Baker to ask for relief for the town from the 
estimated $9.5 million the government has ordered 
Marion to pay for upgrades to the wastewater treatment 
plant. McGrail reports that 1,000 tons of sludge needs to 
be removed from the lagoon. He praised DPW Director 
David Willett for his management of the crisis. 

The town awarded the bid for the new DPW 
facility design to Saltonstall Architects. "Their portfolio 
is different from the other (finalists)," said McGrail, "but 
what they bring to the table in local knowledge cannot be 
short-changed. We're working on a contract with them." 

Shea Doonan, whose aquaculture license had 
been revoked, appeared before the selectmen because the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries "thought it 
might be a good idea." 

Doonan is trying to gain authorization to sell 


off the seed from his industry. He said the DMF had 
authorized his effort. "The problem is the town still 
hasn't transferred the site," he said, noting that he has 
two farmers interested in purchasing his seed "at an 
unbelievable discount compared to the open market." 

According to Doonan, it has to be sold to a site 
holder. Facing a deadline for Saturday, November 7, 
Doonan said the DMF told him that only the selectmen 
can extend his deadline another 60 days (from his license- 
revocation date) to remove all of his gear from the site. 
"I'm basically between a rock and a hard place," he said. 

McGrail told Doonan he had discussed the matter 
with Harbormaster Isaac Perry and can authorize the 
extension. McGrail instructed Doonan to put in a written 
request as soon as possible. 

McGrail praised Town Clerk Lissa Magauran 
and her team for its work handling the 2,430 early voting 
ballots that represented 56 percent of the town's 4,374 
registered voters. Of Marion's 2,430 early ballots, 830 were 
cast in person at the Town House, the rest sent by mail. By 
4:00 pm on Election Day, the Cushing Community Center 
had seen 1,043 more voters. 

Marion will hold a Thanksgiving Food

Selectmen Discuss Solid Waste Options 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
reported to the Rochester Board of Selectmen during its 
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Monday-Friday 9 to 4, Saturday 9 to 12 


November 2 meeting that plans were in place for the 
town's residents to use Marion's Benson Brook transfer 
station. With the nearly complete collapse of the former 
Carver-Marion-Wareham Regional Refuse District, towns 
have been developing new plans to handle the age-old 
problem of where to put the trash. 

Szyndlar explained that Marion had offered the 
use of its Benson Brook facility, but that associated costs 
were pending. When asked the current status of the 
former CMWRRD, Selectman Brad Morse, the board's 
representative, said that there was still no outcome 
achieved. "Nothing has changed." 

Selectman Woody Hartley said that the board's 
attorney had their opinion and asked, "Have we issued an 
opinion yet on our right?" He pressed, "Have we notified 
them that, if it is open, we want to use it?" His concern 
was that "things could change" and suggested that 
something be put in writing now. The board agreed to put 
the matter on the December meeting agenda. 

Szyndlar also reported that plans were moving 
forward on the proposed 40R subdivision planned at the 
intersection of Routes 58 and 28. She said that meetings 
with the developer, Steen Realty and Development 
Corporation, had been taking place. "The developer 
should have everything by February in order to begin," 
she said. 

On the matter of the upcoming November 16 
Special Town Meeting, the board discussed the need to 
change the quorum from 50 registered voters down to 
30, which is currently allowed by state statue due to the 
impact of the pandemic. While the selectmen encouraged 
voters to attend the meeting, they also accepted the 
likelihood of low voter turnout. All agreed such a change 
was necessary to keep the town's business moving 
forward. Their intent to vote on the matter will be posted 
in the November 12 meeting agenda, Szyndlar confirmed, 
but an exact date and time were not moved by the board. 

The selectmen also met briefly with Don Voner of 
Verizon regarding the installation of a new pole on High 
Street. Before concluding this piece of business with the 
utility representative, Morse asked about the possibility 
of having several critically damaged poles replaced and

removed throughout the community, noting, ''There are a 
lot of public safety issues." 

Voner agreed to pass along the need to review 
these issues with the appropriate staff members at 
Verizon. "I'll get the ball rolling," he said.

Restored Dune Poses Complications on Beach Lot 

Marion Conservation Commission

Lance and Kathleen Scott's Notice of Intent, 
heard initially by the Marion Conservation Commission 
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on September 23, for site redevelopment on the beach lot 
across from 18 Wianno Road headed toward a conclusion 
after the commission met on October 28. 

The applicant set out to remove invasive 
vegetation and construct a formal stone rip-rap slope 
and nourish the beach area. It was that last part that was 
heavily tackled by ConCom on October 28. 

After continuances from September 23, October 
22, and a site visit on October 24, the October 28 meeting 
focused on the application of the Nantucket-based 'Trost" 
decision. 

At issue was restoration work to a coastal dune, 
part of the lot's beach restoration. 

Citing the 2000 case, Marion Conservation 
Commission Chairperson Shaun Walsh referenced 
language that defined "bordering" as touching the ocean 
or touching another resource area that touches the ocean. 

"You can't have ocean, two resource areas, and 
then dune," he said, acknowledging a history of building 
on the site, including a septic system and the addition of 
topsoil and artificial fill that was identified in test pits. 

"We either have to consider that dune area to be 
touching the beach, which means eliminating that coastal- 
beach dune line," said Walsh, allowing for what was 
described as a flattened-out area that is heavily vegetated. 
"We wouldn't be able to identify that area as coastal dune 
if we have bank and beach and ocean.... You can't go 
ocean, beach, bank, dune. That's just the regulation. That's 
something we have to have reconciled." 

Walsh relayed consultation that suggested that, in 
addition to any concrete fragment, any angular stone that 
is not naturally occurring at the location can be removed. 
He also encouraged more diversity in the plantings, that 
the fire pit be relocated farther to the north away from 
the coastal dune, and added that anywhere phragmites 
are to be removed, American beachgrass is preferable to 
turfgrass. 

The dissenting opinion suggested that Concom 
was concerned that the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection might appeal any decision 
made by the local commission, but Walsh said he had 
no such concern and allowed for the possibility that the 
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applicants might. ''This is a tricky situation, and the fact 
it's heavily vegetated makes it more tricky," he said. 

"It does seem like we're rolling around in circles 
here," said engineer David Davignon, who represented 
the applicants. 

"Minor tweaks to this plan do not require us to 
further continue it," said Walsh. "The DEP's going to do 
what the DEP's going to do. This is a vastly improved 
plan.... it gets us closer to what that area looked like 
several decades ago.... I think this is a great plan." 

Walsh advised Davignon to reach out to Circuit 
Rider Andrew Poyant and offered to participate in a call. 
The hope he expressed was that a decision could be voted 
upon when Concom came back together on November 4. 


Four public hearings were closed. 

Aucoot Cove Properties, EEC was issued an 
Order of Conditions and certificates of compliance for 
meeting particular conditions related to their plans for the 
demolition of an existing barn and construction of a new 
barn at 98 Indian Cove Road. 

Marion DPW Engineer Meghan Davis was issued 
a negative determination of applicability for the removal 
of two sections of old fence and the installation of new 
fences at Old handing Wharf. 

ConCom issued an Order of Conditions for 
Saltworks Marine, EEC's plan to clear a small, wooded 
area and build a pair of arched poly boat storage shelters 
at 288 Wareham Road. Dan Crete's boat storage business 
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depends on town approvals. 

Dale and Laura Briggs' were approved for an 
amended Order of Conditions, specifically referencing 
revisions to plans for redesigning their planned house at 
23 Dexter Road. 

The Friends of Wings Cove, homeowners at 
35, 43, 51, 67, 75, 83, 95, and 99 Holly Road, who filed 
a Notice of Intent seeking the removal of phragmites 
from their properties adjacent to their properties, had 
their continued case heard during ConCom's October 
28 meeting. The DEP, said Walsh, called it an ecological 
restoration project. Walsh said he is confident the DEP 
will issue a file number so ConCom can issue an Order of 
Conditions. The case was continued to November 4. 

In other business, the Town of Marion received a 
three-year extension on its Order of Conditions originally 
issued in 1995 for clearing in the Sippican River from 
County Road to Doggett Brook to help facilitate herring 
passage toward Leonard's Pond where they spawn. 

The Kittansett Club requested a further 
continuance to November 18 at 7:00 pm. The club's 
October 28 was previously continued from September 9 
and 23 for the expansion of its overflow parking lot on the 
southern end of its 11 Point Road property. 

The Marion Conservation Commission was 
scheduled to meet again on November 4. The next 
meeting of the commission is scheduled for Wednesday, 
November 18 at 7:00 pm. 


Rochester ZBA Hears Appeals for Multi- 
Family Units 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

During the October 29 meeting of the Rochester 
Zoning Board of Appeals, several hearings dealt with 
applicants petitioning to add multi-family structures to 
existing single-family residences. 

First up was Town Planner Donald Spirlet, 9 
Coombs Road. Spirlet's filing requested a variance that 
would grant the construction of a garage and mudroom 
with a fourth bedroom over the proposed garage. Spirlet 
had previously received a variance for the same plans, but 
that variance had expired. Finding nothing objectionable 
about the application, the board granted the variance. 

Things were a bit less straightforward for 
Daniel and Carrie Costa, 173 Pierce Street, who sought a 
variance to construct an apartment addition. While the 
board members agreed that the request was reasonable 
and plans acceptable, the applicant's failure to meet a 
requirement caused the hearing to be continued. 

Zoning Bylaw Chapter 20 mandates that the 
property owner must have owned the property for seven 
years before requesting a multi-family conversion. 

After explaining the need based on personal 
hardship, the board members asked the applicants to 
consult with Town Counsel Blair Bailey to ascertain if 
there was a way to accommodate their application. The 
hearing was continued until November 12. 

Also seeking a multi-family conversion were 
Wayne and Diane Knapp, 99 Hartley Road. The Knapps 
explained their desire to remain in their home but need 
to downsize into a smaller space. They said the large area 
above the garage could be converted into an apartment 
they could occupy while renting out the main home. 

Once again, finding nothing objectionable with the 
proposal, the board approved the variance and special 
permit. Conditions were applied to the permits, including 
stipulations that all parking must be off-street, and the 
dwelling must meet all other requirements of regulatory 
boards. 

Variances were also granted to John and 
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Michelle Vinagre, 7 Ginny Drive, for the construction 
of a new garage situated in the front of the property 
After discussing the hardships associated with 
placing the garage on the oddly shaped parcel, along 
with considerations requested by the Conservation 
Commission that the building did not intrude into 
bordering vegetated wetlands, the permit was granted. 
One condition was placed on the project: The space above 
the garage cannot be converted into living space at any 
point in the future. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for November 12 at 7:00 pm. 

Benson Brook Might Get Solar After All 

Marion Planning Board

Monday night's pre-submission conference with 
Distributed Solar Development only yielded a formal 
meeting scheduled with the Marion Planning Board for 
November 16, but a lengthy discussion during the board's 
November 2 Zoom meeting indicates that the potential 
for a solar array atop the Benson Brook landfill is stronger 
than it was five years ago when the Energy Management 
Committee looked into the possibility. 

In setting a context for Monday night's 
discussion. Town Planner Gil Hilario told the board that 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail had received three 
bids and selected DSD with which to move forward. 
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Since then, DSD has applied with Eversource for 
interconnection. ''It may not be viable, but we're here to 
get an update this year as opposed to five or six years 
ago," said Hilario. 

Represented by Development Project Manager 
Jenny Nicolas and Tetra Tech Project Manager Josh 
Burdett, DSD boasted in its slide presentation over 
130,000 projects nationally, over 80 experts on staff, and, 
in Massachusetts, the deployment of over 12,000,000 
watts of power via rooftop, canopy, and ground-mounted 
installations and projects involving energy storage. 

More relevant to Marion, DSD operates 
regionally in partnership with Cape & Vineyard Electric 
Cooperative, whose executive director, Liz Argo, attended 
the meeting. CVEC has awarded DSD 23 megawatts 
of solar and storage projects across five Cape Cod 
communities: Brewster, Sandwich, Harwich, Orleans, and 
Mashpee. 

The project, a 1,700-kW system covering 71.650 
square feet, would generate 1.578 megawatts per hour per 
year in the first year. DSD would sell the power back to 
Eversource to go back into the grid. 

The solar array would have a 20-year lifespan, 
and Planning Board member Joe Rocha asked what 
happens after 20 years. Nicolas said Marion would have 
an option to purchase the system outright, along with 
a chance to increase the lifespan of the deal. If the town 
chose to go in a different direction, a bond needs to be in 
place to cover the cost of decommissioning. 

Argo added that they have to restore the site to its 
original condition. 

Marion is guaranteed the lease payment for the 
life of the contract. If there is a power failure, Marion 
gets paid as host either way, regardless of the system's 
performance. 

Nicolas said that DSD will own the system 
and that the contract will ensure that the site is not 
underperforming. "We're not just putting in the system 
and walking away; we're monitoring it," she said. 

Because Marion participates in a power purchase 
agreement (PPA) with Future Generation Wind, thereby 
maximizing its energy-earning potential, the town cannot 
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we WILL save you money this winter! 

pursue another PPA. Thus, any likely arrangement with 
DSD will consist of a less-profitable land lease. 

''We prefer to do PPAs," said Argo. He referenced 
prior correspondence with Energy Management 
Committee member Bill Saltonstall, who also attended the 
meeting. Argo said Marion's PPA with Future Generation 
Wind is a good plan for the town, but because usage is 
maxed, the town cannot take any more net-metering 
credits. "The battery will provide some revenue as well." 

The Solar Massachusetts Renewable Target 
(SMART) incentive program requires a battery for any 
project above 500 kW. The battery, explained Argo, levels 
the inter mi ttency of voltaic systems. 

"I think this is a great location for solar," said 
Planning Board Chairperson Will Saltonstall. "We've 
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obviously got to get around the environmental challenges 
for solar.... I think this is a really good project for the 
town." 

Although Burdett indicated he could further 
research the matter, the presentation was based on 
limiting panels to the plateau with none planted on the 
side slopes. Burdett said panels on the slopes would 
require more digging but can be done. 

Argo called Ever source "the gorilla in the room." 
Eversource has yet to declare an operating cost and may 
not until the end of the first quarter of 2021. A higher 
number would cut into what is presently estimated to be a 
$136,000 lease agreement. 

Planning Board member Chris Collings was not 
impressed with the potentially low ceiling on profits. "The 
dump is a wonderful site for solar, a great location," he 
said. "I worry about rushing to close a loop when all we're 
doing is renting space. I'm intrigued, but I don't think we 
have enough information yet." 

Nicolas based her optimism on Eversource's 
group studies suggesting that this project won't just 
die because of the interconnection costs. She said she is 
confident that "we'll be able to make it work out once we 
find out pricing from Eversource." Nicolas said the risk is 
on the developer, while the town can decide whether or 
not the project is worthwhile and back out of the deal. 

"I personally don't have a problem with the 
developer taking that risk and getting involved in the 


site plan review. It's on their nickel and (at) their risk," 
said Will Saltonstall. "We need money and revenue in the 
town. What's the downside of not considering it sooner 
rather than later?" 

Energy Management Committee member 
Jennifer Francis attended the meeting and asked why a 
community solar garden concept is not being considered. 
She said Marion already has one that was very successful 
as an opportunity for people to buy a share who would 
otherwise not be able to. 

Argo explained that the blocks have been 
filled and that regular community solar is no longer 
available. Low-income community solar is available, 
but is, according to Argo, "a very big challenge to 
manage." Marion, she said, chose the better return on its 
investment. 

It was determined that FFilario would research the 
cost of a consultant to conduct a minor site review, with 
the expense to be billed to DSD. 

When the board reconvenes on November 16, a 
formal application will be reviewed. 

In other business, the Planning Board received 
a letter from Town Administrator Jay McGrail outlining 
objectives for the FY22 budget and asking the board 
to submit a level-service budget by December 14. 
Administrative Assistant Terri Santos noted that board 
member Norm Hills, who was not in attendance, puts 
the budget together, so the matter was tabled until the 
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Planning Board's November 16 meeting. 

Board member Eileen Marum reported on a 
Citizen Planner Training Collaborative Workshop that 
she recently attended. The subject was maximizing 
local control over wireless facilities, including small-cell 
technology benefits like enhanced voice and data and 
5G broadband that Marion does not yet have. Small-cell 
technology, said Marum, closes the divide for the elderly 
and the disabled. 

In addition to approving the payment of three 
invoices for services provided by the Southeastern 
Regional Planning & Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD), the board discussed its meeting time for next 
year without resolution. 
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Randall Lane Solar Array 
Ready for Peer Review 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

SunRaise, LLC, developer of large-scale solar 
arrays, was again before the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
on November 2 to discuss hiring a peer-review consultant. 
Before getting into those specifics, the board members 
continued to ask questions about the scope of the project 
itself. 


Board member Karen Field asked what happens 
to the property after the solar array is decommissioned 
in 20 years. SunRaise's Joe Harrison said that the land 


where the arrays were installed would become a meadow 
environment and that it could be redeveloped for housing 
or agricultural use. 

Field then questioned if the project would impact 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Watershed and if the solar 
panels would contaminate the soil with heavy metals. 

Harrison said that SunRaise had received a 
written decision of the Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District, in which the commission found the plans to 
be acceptable. On the point of whether or not the solar 
panels would contaminate surrounding soils with metals, 
Harrison said that would not happen. However, Field said 
she had read such could be the case and said she would 
find those materials. 

Member Nathan Ketchell said that the whole 
area planned for the 7.5-megawatt array was part of 
the River Valley system and asked if zoning factored 
into the permitting process. Ketchell requested that the 
Building Department weigh-in on that point. He also 
asked Harrison for details on roadway feasibility for large 
vehicle turning and if the large-scale battery units could 
be moved farther north on the site. 

The board returned to the matter at hand, a peer- 
review consultant. 

Chairman Tom Tucker said the board needed to 
discuss with the Conservation Commission the scope 
of what they will need third-party oversight to handle. 
Tucker asked if Harrison had thought about an off-site

staging area so that equipment and materials could be 
brought to the construction zone in smaller vehicles, given 
the rural nature of Randall Lane. Harrison said he would 
look into doing that. 

Harrison stated that the most significant part of 
the project would be the logging phase and that it would 
take about two weeks to complete. Small trucks could not 
be used for logging purposes, he indicated. 

Tucker also asked if there could be someone 
overseeing traffic in and out of the job site, "keeping 
an eye on things." Harrison said that there would be a 
foreman on the job site and that SunRaise would repair 
any unforeseen damage done to the dirt lane or rock 
wall features. Ketchell suggested both pre- and post- 
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construction site walks to evaluate damages. 

Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain said 
she would advertise for peer review consultants. The 
hearing was continued until November 16. 

In other business, the board members discussed 
the next steps for meeting with volunteers interested in 
drafting an updated Master Plan. Fifteen residents have 
asked to participate, Crain said. A remote meeting date of 
November 18 at 7:00 pm will be posted. 

The board also discussed language in the draft 
of a new solar bylaw and determined that Crain and 
Robbins will continue to work together. Tucker said he 
wanted a public hearing on the new bylaw ''sooner rather 
than later." 
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Before adjourning. Tucker asked if anyone on the 
board would be willing to represent the Planning Board 
on the Community Preservation Committee, filling a seat 
that has long been empty Field said she would do so. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, November 16 at 7:00 pm. 

Public Health Nurse: 'Yellow' Means Caution 

Mattapoisett Board of Health

Anticipating that Mattapoisett would bounce 
back to 'yellow' on the state's COVID-19 map. Public 
Health Nurse Emily Field emphasized in her comments to 
the Mattapoisett Board of Health during their October 28 
meeting at Center School that, even when it's not making 
noise, the coronavirus is silently present. 

"We need to realize there's a large part of the 
population walking around with the virus undiagnosed 
and asymptomatic," Field said. 

A positive test the night before the meeting had 
Mattapoisett back in the red zone, and contact tracing 
efforts were spreading into neighboring communities. 

Board of Health member Russell Bailey asked 
whether any people that have tested positive were 
currently hospitalized. Field confirmed that there were 
hospitalizations, but for non-COVID reasons. When some 
of those cases became inactive a day later, the town was 
back in the yellow (4-8 cases per 100,000). 
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"We are doing the contact tracing; we're 
not reaching out to the state's Community Tracing 
Collaborative, so there's less lag time. I'm receiving emails 
10 days later," said Field, alluding to a correspondence 
she had received telling her information she had already 
confirmed on her own. 

Bailey asked how far contract tracing goes. Both 
Field and former Public Health Nurse Amanda Stone, 
who accompanied Field to the meeting, both said at once, 
"It keeps going." 

"In this room," explained Stone, "if we were 
close together and didn't have barriers and you called 
tomorrow to say, 'I have COVID-19,' we all go into 
quarantine." 

They explained that there would be follow-up 
on all people in isolation and quarantine and then those 
people must be released from quarantine. To return to 
work, many people need to produce a letter from their 
town stating that they satisfied the regulations. Last 
week, said Stone, she and Field had to notify another 
town's Board of Health about a Mattapoisett situation that 
impacts their community. "It's a mushroom," said Stone. 

Board of Health member Kenneth Dawicki 
told the health nurses that he had been fearing the 
mushroom had reached him after a bout of sinusitis, but 
he, fortunately, tested negative. He waited four and a half 
days for his result. 

Stone said that the molecular, polymerase chain 
reaction (PCR) is the gold standard for COVID-19 testing. 
"A lot of people are getting the antigen test," she said, 
because of the two-day wait for results. 

Stone has postponed her retirement by several 
months to assist Field with the challenging transition. 

Both answered several questions posed by the board, but 
Field hesitated when Chairman Carmelo Nicolosi asked 
how many hours she has been putting in. 

"It's so hard to keep up," said Stone. "You never 
know when the call is going to come in. You wake up in 
the morning and ... Emily is literally working 60 to 80 
hours." 

Nicolosi asked Field to keep track of and report 
her overtime, and he suggested that the town may be able 
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to apply for pandemic-related reimbursement under the 
provisions of the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security (CARES) Act. Nicolosi also pointed out that Field 
and Stone have been working closely with the schools. 

''The ladies here are doing an absolutely fabulous, 
bang-up job," said Dawicki, thanking them publicly. "It 
turns us into a better organization." 

Field noted that, according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, the highest percentage of 
transmission occurs along the coast. Stone said the 19-39 
age range yields the most positive cases. 

Having attended two school committee meetings. 
Stone said the DPH will be involved for any potential 
transition from hybrid to full in-person school. Meeting 
every few weeks to review key indicators. Stone 
displayed a copy of Superintendent of Schools Mike 
Nelson's COVID-19 dashboard. She noted that three more 
busses would be needed for grades K-6 to make a full in- 
person return in the Tri-Town. 

"Continuation of the hybrid model is where we 
should be right now," she told the board. 

Field reiterated the bottom line of caution: "If 
you're keeping physical distance and keeping clean hands 
and minimizing,... you're less likely to come in contact," 
she said. 

Also during the meeting, Nicolosi recused himself 
and Dawicki presided as acting chairman as Richard 
Charon of Charon Associates appeared on behalf of John 
J. Grant Jr. and Elizabeth Hunter, trustees of the Grant 
Family Trust, seeking four variances at 9 Cedar Street 
for the proposed repair of a sewage disposal system 
including a new combination of a septic tank and dosing 
tank and a new leaching facility to replace the existing 
cesspool. 

The four variances were granted, but with 
Dawicki's request of a barrier preventing the parking of 
cars on the leaching field. The variances will allow for 3 
feet of groundwater separation rather than the required 
4 feet; a 2-foot over-dig around the leaching field rather 
than the required 5 feet; the new septic tank to be placed 3 
and 4 feet from property lines rather than the required 10 
feet; and the new leaching field to come to within 3 feet of 
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the property line rather than the required 10 feet. 

Nicolosi noted as he opened and closed the 
meeting that he will be working with Health Agent Kayla 
Davis to make Board of Health meetings accessible via 
Zoom. He anticipates a hybrid arrangement for the next 
meeting, which is scheduled for Wednesday, December 2. 

COVID-19 Cases Spike in Marion

There are now eight active COVID-19 cases in 
Marion, including one positive case identified at Sippican

Health met for a brief meeting via Zoom. 

Confirmed COVID-19 cases now total 31 in 
Marion, a town that had thus far been an isolated 'gray' 
spot amongst a sea of red on the state's COVID-19 
Community-Level Data Map. 

"Marion has seen a spike of cases in the last few 
days," said Public Health Nurse Lori Desmarais, a trend 
seen throughout the rest of the state. "We are on top of 
the cases," she said, adding that she is the one leading the 
contact tracing efforts. "Obviously, as a community, we 
are very concerned." 

"Quite a change, unfortunately, from earlier in 
the summer," commented Board of Health Chairman Dr. 
Edward Hoffer. 

Board of Health member Dot Brown wondered 
aloud whether Marion might see another spike in cases 
over the coming days resulting from Halloween activities. 
She said there were a lot of people out trick-or-treating in 
the village area of Marion, "And most were masked, but 
they were all pretty close together, so I'm wondering if we 
might have issues from that." 

"Well, we won't know for a while," said Hoffer. 

The superintendent of schools and Marion Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail sent out an announcement 
that day informing the public of a third confirmed 
COVID-19 case at Sippican School, which brings the total 
of confirmed cases connected to Tri-Town schools up to 
eight. 

According to Desmarais, none of those cases, 
including Sippican School, resulted from direct 
transmission from contact inside the school. All school- 
related cases were traced to contact outside of school. 
Those who had close contact with the positive cases have 
been contacted and advised to self-isolate. 

As for Tabor Academy, "They are doing quite 
well," said Desmarais. Tabor has completed several 
rounds of testing, all with "good results," she stated. 

"Tabor is continuing to do all the steps they have 
in place, and it has been very successful," Desmarais 
said. As part of its COVID-19 risk mitigation plan, Tabor 
students will break for Thanksgiving on November 20 but 
will not return back to campus until after the New Year

in January to minimize the risk of transmission through 
traveling back and forth for the Thanksgiving holiday 
break and then again for winter vacation. 

In his update. Health Agent David Flaherty Jr. 
reported that there had been no recent complaints about 
food establishments filed in Marion. However, he has 
received several complaints about people not wearing 
masks. 


''People are concerned with teenagers and other 
people that feel as though they don't need to wear masks 
in public," Mr. Flaherty said. He remains in contact 


with the Police Department regarding the issue. He will 
continue to do so, especially with Governor Charlie 
Baker's November 2 orders that call for all people over 
age 5 to wear masks in public, even when social distaining 
of at least 6 feet is possible - which includes outdoor 
public spaces, Flaherty underscored. "So, that should 
prove to be interesting," he said.

wharfs' to-do list. 

First up was a discussion to finalize increases 
and maintain control over tackle inspections. McIntosh 
reminded the board that the town had invested 
substantial amounts of money to upgrade the wharfs 
these last several seasons; thus, professionals should 
inspect the mooring tackle equipment and boatowners 
should no longer be allowed to conduct their own 
inspections. 

"The town has spent about $80,000 cleaning 
things up," McIntosh said of the offshore mooring field 
around the Long, Middle, and Mello Wharfs. He said 
the process of inspection needs to be in the hands of the 
harbormaster. 

As he had previously recommended, McIntosh 
asked the board to approve a three-year inspection fee 
of $300 payable in three installments of $100 spread over 
three years, with $100 remaining non-refundable in the 
event a boat is sold. The board members agreed. 

The new rule reads: "All wharf spaces which have 
offshore mooring tackle affixed to pilings, eyes on the 
dock underwater, moorings, or any other means, any of 
which are utilized to hold their vessels off the dock must 
be inspected every three years, in the same manner as 
regular mooring tackle. The inspection of dock tackle will 
coincide with the years that moorings 001 through 500 are 
inspected beginning with the fall of 2018 into the spring of

Each wharf slip holder will 
be billed annually for [one-third] of the projected cost of 
the inspection, not less than [$100] annually that is non- 
ref undable." McIntosh further noted that this change will 
impact 20 wharf slip holders at a total of $6,000. 

Staying on the theme of harborside boating fees, 
McIntosh reopened the discussion of other increases in 
fee structures. He said, in order to keep retained earnings 
at a level that could sustain other wharf improvements 
and repairs, a 20-percent across-the-board increase would 
be necessary. McIntosh said that he and his staff would 
provide the labor for many projects, but that materials 
would still be necessary. "A blanket 20-percent increase 
would avoid delaying off-season projects." 

There was some discussion about the ability 
of towns to increase waterways stickers that are set 
by the state. McIntosh said that an all-inclusive fee, a 
"harbor service sticker", such as that currently in place in 
Wareham, could be instituted. In closing out his financial 
report, the harbormaster said the Waterfront Enterprise 
target sum for held retained earnings needed to be at 
about $29,000. 

A dredging project long in the planning that 
would give dinghy owners access to their vessels 
regardless of the tides was then discussed. McIntosh said 
that his office was in the permitting phase but, given the 
closure of many offices due to the pandemic, things were 
moving slowly. He added that monies would be sought 
at the Spring Town Meeting for dock expansion; failing 
that, grants would also be sought. McIntosh's masterplan 
includes an additional 20 new dinghy spaces at a cost of 
approximately $20,000.

Zappa, A documentary directed by Alex Winter. 
Running time: 127 minutes. No MPA A rating. 

Coming to select theaters and streaming home media 
November 27. 

Some artists — especially artists like Frank 
Zappa — must hear Thomas Carlyle in their heads 
from time to time. Pinching a bit from the scriptures, 
Carlyle wrote, "Produce! Produce! Were it but the 
pitifullest infinitesimal fraction of a Product, produce 
it in God's name! 'Tis the utmost thou hast in thee; out 
with it then. Up, up! Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy whole might. Work while it is called 
To-day, for the Night cometh wherein no man can 
work." 

Zappa, who lost his tussle with prostate 
cancer just shy of his 53rd birthday in 1993, produced 
as though Carlyle were screaming those words in 
his ear all the time. At the end of Alex Winter's new 
documentary Zappa, we're told that Zappa put out 
62 albums during his life, and his estate has found 
enough stuff in his sprawling archives to release 
another fifty-plus. Winter draws from tons of never- 
seen footage, letting the voluble Zappa tell as much of 
his story (mainly to contemporaneous interviewers) 
as possible. At just a hair over two hours (plus several 
minutes of Kickstarter-lengthened end credits), Zappa 
feels epic though not too chunky for the newcomer. We 
get a sense of Zappa the man, composer, performer, 
and activist against record labels. When Zappa visited 
Prague in 1990 as a guest of Czech president Vaclav 
Havel, he was received, says engineer Dave Dondorf, 
as "a king of freedom." 

Sometimes we seem to revere the more difficult 
artists not so much because of the art they make — 
though that can be enriching — as because of their 
persistence. Zappa was a one-off who couldn't make 
music any other way but his own perfectionist way, 
and if he ever sold out — his one hit "Valley Girl" came 
about because he wanted to spend more time with 
daughter Moon Unit — it was purely coincidental. He 
was the ultimate cult musician, as well as a musician's 
musician; in the film, we see Zappa onstage with John 
and Yoko, and Lennon genuinely seems honored to be 





up there with Zappa. (Supposedly Sgi. Pepper was the 
Beatles' whack at a Zappa album, and Zappa returned 
the salute with the cover for the Mothers of Invention's 
We're Only in It for the Money.) 

Was Zappa a jerk at times? Winter talks to 
several people (including Zappa's tough-minded 
widow Gail, who died in 2015) who allow that, given 
Zappa's driven nature, he couldn't avoid ruffling 
feathers. A bit cold and isolated, and not emotionally 
demonstrative, Zappa must've run afoul of many of the 
session musicians he depended on to realize his work. 

It wasn't until he started working with musicians who 
approached his music as fans that he truly got what he 
wanted. (We also see him tinkering on some horrible 
proto-computer moving music files around. He was 
going to get his music how he wanted it if he had to do 
it all himself on a box that looks like it had less RAM 
than an Atari console.) And Zappa was not immune to 
the charms of groupies, let's say. 

But his crusade against parental-advisory labels 
on albums, though not really successful, may be his 
true legacy in terms of his public face in pop culture. 

He was the severe-looking guy, hair snipped down to 
something your dad would approve of, standing up 
against "Washington wives" and industry fatcats. (It 
could just be that that was what got him in front of our 
TV dinners most often.) It took up more of his steadily- 
decreasing time than he surely wanted it to. Zappa has 
time to touch on a couple of lesser-loved segments of 
his life: his score for Timothy Carey's amazing 1961 
film Phe World's Greatest Sinner, which Zappa was 
dismissive of, but which, he acknowledges here, paid 
enough to let Zappa open a studio; and his dismal 
hosting gig at Saturday Night Live in 1978, wherein he 
kept breaking character and mugging to the camera. 
The effect is of a peripatetic artistic life, a portrait of an 
artist who would try anything once except dishonesty. 
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requests up to $250,000 for the purchase of a conservation 
easement on a 33.7-acre property to be owned by the SLT. 
MOSAC's recently disclosed target purchase price is now 
$300,000. 

Simply put. Town Meeting authorizes the Town 
to contribute up to $250,000, (83%) into the land deal. 

The SLT contributes $50,000 (17%) and purchases the 
ownership to the land. The Town receives no public 
benefit for the conservation easement since the land 
would be owned by the SLT, a private charitable 
conservation land trust. 

The SLT's ownership of the property provides 
the conservation protection of a restricted land trust, not 
the town's conservation easement. The SLT can simply 
buy the property for $300,000 and the conservation 
restrictions would apply. Leaving the town out of the deal 
saves taxpayers up to $250,000, yet the property has the 
conservations restrictions through the SLT trust charter. 
Financial angels are available and SLT needs to go out and 
hustle the money to fund the deal. 

If this property is of significant strategic 
importance to Marion's Master Plan, the Town should 
simply up the $250,000 authorization by $50,000 (20%) 
and buy the property outright. This would give the Town 
complete one hundred percent ownership control over the 
use of the property for any public purposes. This would 
include use of the land's water assets, use of the land for 
solar projects, affordable housing, and Marion recreation.

The MOSAC proposal can be realistically viewed 
as nothing more than a charitable contribution funding 
the SLT's purchase of the land. This deal, as MOSAC 
has it structured, is problematic. The Commonwealth's 
Constitutional Anti Aid Amendments prohibits 
municipalities from making charitable contributions to 
fund special interest or private projects such as the SLT 
land purchase. 

If the deal were structured such that the Town 
would retain and reserve the rights in the land for water 
use and development, solar use, affordable housing and 
the like, at least there would be a colorable argument 
that the Town's $250,000 contribution serves some public 
purposes.

From the Files of the Rochester Historical Society 

By Connie Eshbach 

By the time you read this. Election Day will have 
come and gone and hopefully we will know who our next 
president will be; so, it seems like a good time to get the 
perspective of history. Abraham Holmes, whose extensive 
memoirs I have previously cited, was born and raised in 
Rochester. As an adult he was a lawyer and active in both 
town and state politics. For many years he was a member 
of the state's General Court. His opinions on the post- 
Revolutionary War American government and on the men 
who were our first presidents are interesting. 

He explains that, in the late 1780s, the early 
national government was "lodged in Congress whose 
powers amounted in most cases no higher than that of 
recommendation." The general belief at the time was that 
Congress needed more power, so a convention of states 
was convened; by the end, a completely new system of 
government with Legislative, Judicial, and Executive 
branches was created. Many disliked what was produced, 
in part because it greatly lessened the power of the 
states. Holmes particularly thought it should be rejected 
because of a lack of a Bill of Rights. He also added,"I then 
apprehended that in no case did the power with which 
a government is vested, did it ever diminish, but would 
gradually increase." A thought that many would agree 
with today. 

When it comes to his reviews of the men who 
were the first presidents, like most he had nothing but 
praise for Washington and his eight years as president.

He was 
followed by eight years of James Madison, and then came 
James Munroe. Holmes' disapproval of Munroe is evident 
as he writes, "Mr. Munroe was probably possessed of 
the most feeble intellect of any man that ever filled that 
chair." 

At the end of Munroe's term there was no 
election, so the choice was made by the House of 
Representatives, and John Quincy Adams was chosen 
with a majority of only one state. It was therefore no 
surprise that the years of his term were marked by 
constant disagreements between the members who 
had supported his appointment and those who hadn't.

Sippican School in Marion Reports Positive 
Cases of COVID-19 

Superintendent of Schools Michael S. Nelson, 
Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail, and Marion 
Board of Health Chair Dr. Edward P. Hoffer report that 
the Old Rochester Regional School District and MA 
Superintendency Union #55 was informed of a positive 
case of COVID-19 on November 3. 

An individual at Sippican School has tested 
positive for the virus and is self-isolating in accordance 
with Massachusetts Department of Public Health (DPH) 
and Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
protocol. The individual has not been in school since 
October 28 and was tested for the virus on October 30. 

The individual's test results came back today, and the 
school district was immediately notified. Under state and 
federal health privacy laws, no further information is 
available about the individual. 

Contact tracing is being conducted by the Marion 
Board of Health and thus far it has been determined that 
there are seven close contacts related to the school district. 
These individuals are currently quarantined and have 
been referred for COVID-19 testing. 

All schools will continue with their normal 
schedules on Wednesday, November 4, including Sippican 
School in Marion, at the recommendation of the Marion

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Baker announced a series of targeted measures to 
disrupt the increasing trend of new COVID-19 cases 
and hospitalizations. All of the orders and advisories 
announced today are effective Friday, November 6 at 
12:01 am. 

A revised Stay At Home Advisory has been issued 
and instructs residents to stay home between the hours of 
10:00 pm and 5:00 am. Exceptions are made for activities 
such as going to work, running critical errands to get 
groceries and address health needs, and taking a walk. 

A new executive order will require certain 
businesses to end and activities to close each night at 
9:30 pm. This closure requirement is aligned with the 
revised Stay At Home Advisory and together the two 
new initiatives are designed to further limit activities that 
could lead to COVID-19 transmission. 

Effective Friday, the following businesses and 
activities must close to the public each day between the 
hours of 9:30 pm and 5:00 am: 

Restaurant in-person dining must cease at 9:30 
pm. Takeout and delivery may continue for food and non¬ 
alcoholic beverages, but not alcohol. 

Liquor stores and other retail establishments that 
sell alcohol must cease alcohol sales at 9:30 pm but may 
continue to sell other products. 

Adult-use marijuana sales must cease at 9:30 pm, 
not including medical marijuana. 

Indoor and outdoor events 

Theaters or movie theaters, including drive- 
in movie theaters, as well as indoor and outdoor 
performance venues 

Youth and adult amateur sports activities 

Close contact personal services (such as hair and 
nail salons) 

Gyms, fitness centers and health clubs 

Additional businesses and activities that are 
affected include golf facilities; recreational boating and 
boating businesses; outdoor recreational experiences; 
driving and flight schools; zoos, botanical gardens, 
wildlife reserves and nature centers; casinos and horse 
tracks/simulcast facilities; indoor and outdoor pools; and 
museums, cultural and historical facilities and guided 
tours. 

The face covering order has also been revised. 

Face coverings are now required in all public places, even 
if 6 feet of social distance can be maintained. 

Exceptions remain for residents who cannot wear 
a face covering due to a medical or disabling condition, 
but the revised order allows employers to require 
employees to provide proof of such a condition. The order 
also allows schools to require that students participating 
in in-person learning provide proof of such a medical or 
disabling condition. 

A new gatherings order reduces the gathering 
size limit for gatherings at private residences. Indoor 
gatherings at private residences are limited to 10 people 


and outdoor gatherings at private residences are limited 
to 25 people. 

The limit on gatherings held in public spaces and 
at event venues (i.e. wedding venues) remains the same. 
The new order also requires that all gatherings, regardless 
of size or location, must end and disperse by 9:30 pm. 

The new gatherings order also requires that 
organizers of gatherings report known positive COVID-19 
cases to the local health department in that community 
and requires organizers to cooperate with contact tracing. 
The gatherings order authorizes continued enforcement 
by local health and police departments and specifies that 
fines for violating the order will be $500 for each person 
above the limit at a particular gathering.

Sculpture Art Lab— Students will explore 3-D projects 
in this fun and creative class! We'll use cardboard, tape, 
clay, paint, and paper to make innovative sculptural 
artwork! Class will be held outdoors on the MAC lawn 
if at all possible. Otherwise, students will be indoors in 
the MAC studio. Students must wear masks and will be 
asked to wash and sanitize hands before beginning class. 
Class size will be limited to maintain adequate social 
distancing in compliance with state regulations. Sippican 
School students can come directly to the MAC for Art Lab. 
Parents must provide release forms to Sippican School for 
children to be walked over by a MAC volunteer or staff 
member. All other students may be dropped off at 3:00 
pm at the MAC. Parent pickup is at 4:00 pm. For more 
information, or to register, please visit marionartcenter. 
org/ art-lab. 

Instructor Catherine Carter will lead another 
session of her 5-week course. Botanical Drawing 
for Adults, on Tuesday evenings from 6:00-8:00 pm, 
November 10 - December 8. In this class for beginners 
or intermediates, students will use colored pencils to 
explore the complex shapes and intricate surfaces of 
botanical subject matter with a focus on value, color, and 
composition. The cost is $145 for MAC members and 
$165 for non-members, including the $10 materials fee 
(to cover cost of fresh arrangements weekly). Students 
must wear a mask while inside the building. Number of 
students will be limited to allow adequate physical space 
in compliance with Massachusetts safety guidelines. For 
more information, visit marionartcenter.org/ adult-classes.
